Its 
roots were very different from 
those of most encountera at the 
luxury hotel, and Its nature deeply

The occasion was the 11th 
monthly meeting vf the “Brit Βπεὶ 
Shem,” the organization founded 
after the Six Day Wer to promote 
understanding between Arabs and 
Jews; the founding members in- 
eluded five Araby and four Jews. 
A year ago, ‘Mra. Ruth Dayan ac- 
cepted the presidency of the or- 
ganization, 

The audience Jast week, just 
about evenly divided between the 
two communities, ‘heard a reasoned, 
extremely balanced, and scholarly 
presentation by Dr. Sam! Geraisy, 
4m charge of Nazarcth's probation 
aervice for youth of the minority 
comununities. Following his address, 
several younger members of the 
minorities called for sweeping 
changes and put the blame for 
many of today's problems on the 
traditional structure of the Arab 
community, 


Delinquency slight 


"Iam not going to speak about 
delinquency,” sald Dr, Geraisy. "I 
have recently returned from the 
United States und Weuslern Europe, 
and we cannot even begin to com- 
pete with other countries on this 
score. On delinquency as such, 
there are no complaints.” Dr, Ge- 
taigy, 8 sociologist, has just com- 
pleted his PhD (at Brandeis Uai- 
versity) on the problems of youth, 
with which he has had over 20 
years' experience here. 

Speaking In Hebrew (at meelings 
of the ‘Brit Bnei Shem, It is the 
oustem for Israeli Arabs to spcuk 
ἐπ Hebrew, while guests from the 
administered orcas speak In Arab- 
ie), Dr. Geraisy limited his obser- 
vations to the negieeted tople, 
“Arab Village Youth in the Jewish 
City.”

Not equipped 


“I'm not sure a Jewlsh youth 
club would turn Arab boys away 
from its doors ff they tried to en- 
ter; but existing Institutions are 
just not equipped to absorb them.” 
What 18 needed, ‘he stressed, in ad- 
dition to hostela providing better 
living conditions — and certainiy 
Open to Jewish youth 88 well — 
ΙΒ a framework under which the 
Arab boys could find more con- 
structive jelsure activities. Voca- 
Honal schools nre also needed. Pleas 
for more suitable Arab education 
have long been made; Dr. Geralsy 
stated that in scveral villagea one- 
third of the boys, to say nothing 
of the girls, do not complete even 
their primary education. "We have 
a compulyory education Iaw, but ft 
ean be Implemented only by edu- 
cational development." 


Taraeli social workers operate on 
the “‘American system" of “indi- 
vidual case work.” This is all very 
fine, sald Dr. Geraisy, but what is 
needed Is “a general opening of 
the gates of opportunity and not 
personal interviews.” 

AN this clearly echoes many of 
the recently publicized problems of 
economic and educational handi- 
capped Jewish youth. “There ‘will 
never he equality in this world, 
and I doubt whether there Is equa!- 
ity In fheaven,” said Dr. Geraisy, 
“hut the ideology we must work 
for ‘ia that of equality of oppor 
tunity. The local people themadives 
must bo the ploneers in their vil- 
logos, but they must bo given sup- 
port from outside institutions. 


Rich and poor 


“I'm certainly Tot, say, that at 
Arabe are poor je ali Jews al 
rich.

Ramet 1s ἃ Druse, originally 
from the village of Yorka, who 
has been Ἐν in Haifa for eight 
years and is active in organizing 
opportunities for higher education 
for Druse youth. With him at tho 
little table from which he rose to 
speuk (thainecting was held at the 
Ohalim Night Club of the Hilton, 
at first glance rather a curloug ve- 
nue, what with the pseudo-Beduin 
decor; but actualy the small tables 
made for an easy, casual atmosphere) 
sat Jetal Abu Tuama, Jalal ἔν an 
Arab, and relations between Druses 
and Arabs are not famoua for their 
friendliness, but these two were 
‘clearly on closo terms: common 
viewpoints, ke povorty, transcend 
community affillations.

(One of three pretty ‘Arab ‘girls 
from Jaffa, seated at a nearby tate, 
now spoke up to say that several 
had, however, graduated from a 
teachers’ seminary.) 


Aggression needed 
“There are. plenty of neh Arabs 
who could” hetp. Of course, I'm 
known for being rather aggressive," 
he concluded, “But iet's put the 
blame where 1 belongs. Let's be 
“more aggressive.”

When YOSEF HAYYIM BRENNER was killed 
by Arab rioters in Jaffa 50 years ago next San- 
day (Nissan 23 — May 1, 1921), Eretz Yisrael 
Hebrew literature lost not only a powerful and 
talented writer but also the closest if has ever 
had to an authoritative literary conscience, 
writes HILLEL HALKIN. As an artist Brenner 
was certainly capable of an occasional well-craf- 
ted story’ such as that which appears below, 
“Moublecrossed,” but he was far from consistent 
at it, especially in his longer works. What made 
him. appear supremely important in the eyes of 
so many of his contemporaries, the younger ones 
among them in particular, was the incorruptible 
honesty of his reactions to all things. His pas- 
sion for telling it as it seemed. He was one of 
those writers — one thinks of Orwell or Camus 
— who almost religiously prefer the poverty 
of truth to the riches of literary illusion, to the 
imaginative detriment of their fiction perhaps, 
but to their enhancement as moralists and men.

he exists at ull. Menotti made him a mythic- 
nl person, the personification of col , in- 
human bureaucracy in confrontation ‘with 
human misery. 

The country in which the action takes 
place is also mythical. Its name is never 
mentioned; neither do we know the name of 
the country which the Consul represents. 
Written in the late “forties, soon after the 
end of the Second World War and the Soviet 
take-over of large parts of Europe, the 
Opera was obviously inspired by recent 
events: the plight of the victims of racial 
and political persecution in totalitarian coun- 
tries who perished or tived lives of misery 
while the so-called free world hid behind the
